capacity for producing bountiful cropa 
llus is more plainly seeu on the light, 
sandy loans where unless the treatment 
has been generous, the crops are much 
less than when first reduced from the 
forest 


Muck, then, has a value for the purpose 


of mingling ita vegetable matter with an 
exhausted soil, it alao—thnt is, some 
muck—has the additional value of the nt 
trogen contained 
Although tEhie nitro- 
gen is not available when the muck in 
first removed from its bed jet it becomes 
ao by exposure to the air, bv compoating 
wlih other manures and by use in various 
ways aB an absorbent of liquids 
Hence anv muck may be used to ad 


vantage on any farm where It is available 
The best course is to use it In a dry or 
partially drj condition as an absorbent of 
the material about the barn and yards 
which would otherwise go to waste, and 
as an admixture of barn manures for the 
purpose of absorbing the liquid purls 
that would leach out and be lost 
In this way it adds humus to the soil, 


the nitrogen It may contain is made avail- 
able and at the same lime it absorbs 
material that would othern isr> be lost 
Thus all possible advantages from ita use 
are secured 
Used after this manner it 


muy be made to add materially to the fer- 
tility of the farm and will pay well for 
the cost attending its use In oar own 
farming operations we have used many 
hundreds of loads with marked ad vantage.

This enable* 
the boarding house keeper* to get rid of 
their boarders when the latter have spent 
all their money, and gives the captains a 
good commission. Of coarse there are no 
such perquisite* when Mr Walker looks 
out for the sailors

tains will not allow him on Eheir vessels,
